Ski Tournaments, Dog Derby, Snow Shoe Races, Tcbogganing, Glider Flights, 
Skating and just plain Snowballing will be Attractions at Mountain Resorts 


sports, rapidly increasing in 

popularity during the last few 
years, will be on a larger scale than 
ever in the coming season. New 
winter sports centers are being de- 
veloped, the facilities at established 
resorts have been increased and im- 
proved, and there will be a greater 
number of special events. 

With the Olympic Games of 1982 
in the offing, impetus is given winter 
sports this season with the tryouts at 
Lake Tahoe for the Olympic ski team 
and the Pacific Coast Olympic triats 
for speed skating, figure skating and 
hockey at Yosemite. 

Indications are that this will be a 
banner season for winter sports en- 
thusiasts at Truckee and Lake Tahoe. 
An elaborate program of events has 
been planned, and arrangements have 
been perfected to the last detail for 
the entertainment and care of visitars. 
The ski hill at Lake Tahoe, praised 
by contestants last year as one of the 
best in the world, has been lengthened 
and it is expected that the world’s 
record will be broken there this sea- 
son. Ski clubs are being organized in 
various parts of the state to join the 
others already grouped in the Cali- 
fornia Ski Association. All the other 
winter sports can also be had at 
Tahoe; fine tobogganing, skating, 
sleighing, ete. 

The staff of instructors at Tahoe 
this “winter is composed’ of inter- 
national stars in the world of winter 
sports.: These instructors will be on 
hand at all times to give information 
and ‘assistance ‘to the amateur and 
advice’and -counsel to the more ex- 
pert..: Among the instructors may be 
mentioned Lars Haugan, seven: times 
national champion “of North America, 
thrice holder :of the world’s record in 
ski‘ jumping,:and one-of the: few :dar-

“ing riders who ‘have -reached ‘the 220- 
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foot mark. Sigurd Ulland, a Nor- 
wegian boy who has been in America 
but a year, is one of the new school 
of. ski jumpers and has much that is 
new to offer the skiing enthusiast. A 
third in the group is Sigrid Stranstad, 
a native of Norway, who was taught 
the use of skis in her babyhood. Miss 
Stranstad holds the ladies’ record for 
skiing and has been decorated with 
many medals in Europe and this 
country. She will form ski clubs and 
classes among the juvenile and adult 
beginners and novices, teaching them 
the subtile art of skiing in her very 
effective method. 

The Dog Derby, that brilliant win- 
ter spectacle, where carefully trained 
malamutes and other breeds compete 
for substantial purses, will be held 
at Truckee on February 14-15. This

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race is one of the outstanding events 
of the winter season and annually at- 
tracts a large gallery of spectators, 
who follow the thrilling contest with 
intense interest. 

An innovation in winter sports this 
season is the tying up of winter 
sports with aviation. A glider elub 
has been formed at Truckee. A snow 
glider has been purchased and is now 
in use. A meet will be held during 
the season and visitors to Truckee 
and Tahoe will see gliders soaring out 
from ski hills and over the vast ex- 
panse of virgin snow in that region. 
At Truckee a ski jump has been built 


.and the toboggan slide has been im- 


proved. 

At Yosemite, there are all forms of 
winter sports, under the direction of 
expert instructors. Here, the college 
hockey matches will be held. Those 
who love skiing will also have oppor- 
tunity to indulge in that sport at 
Yosemite. Ski lodges have been built 
in the upper Yosemite and ski parties 
can go out for two or three days or 
longer, stopping at night at these 
lodges, which are well equipped and 
provisioned, with good cooks in at- 
tendance. There is skiing, too, in the 
floor of the Valley, and there will be 
frequent ski jumping exhibitions. 

Soda Springs, near Truckee, is an- 
other place for winter sports that is 
rapidly growing in popularity. There 
is a good hotel there, with moderate 
prices. Like Truckee and Tahoe, it 
is easily reached from Sacramento, 
San Francisco and the Bay area, 
This is ideal country for skiing, for 
which purpose a jump has been con- 
structed. 

Grass Valiey, Nevada City and 
Auburn are other points that are de- 
veloping winter sports in a large way. 
The Auburn Ski Club has been most 
active in stimulating skiing. 

In southern California, Big Bear, 
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Lake Arrowhead and Big Pine are 
winter sports centers, and ambitious 
programs are scheduled there this 
season. 

Since the inception of winter sports 
in California, they have been steadily 
growing in importance and popu- 
larity, an increasingly large number 
participating each successive year. 
So popular has California become as 
a winter sports resort that Lake 
Tahoe has been chosen as the site for 
the 1932 National Ski Tournament. 

The various winter sports centers 
enumerated are all easily reached via 
Southern Pacifie, and very low round- 
trip fares are available, 

What to Wear 

Special clothing is not necessary. 
Any good outing or hiking suit, with 
warm underwear, will suffice if much 
activity is planned. High shoes, of 
course, but not necessarily boots. 
Boots or shoes should be oiled 
thoroughly to keep the feet dry. 
Gloves may be worn, but mittens are 
better, as the fingers are together 
and withstand the cold better. A cap 
is always to he chosen in preference 
to a hat. 

If active, one will perspire on the 
coldest day in the snow, and, while 
too many garments are cumbersome, 
an extra wrap or coat should be 
taken along for protection when 
standing around, or when sleighing. 

For skiing, well-oiled, heavy shoes 
with low heels wilt do. Oxfords or 
French heels should never be worn.

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To Orricers ann Emproves: 


EMPLOYES who have been laid off or who 
have very few days work a month as a 
result of necessary reductions in forces incident 
to lack of business during the period of depres 
sion are in some instances in need of the 
necessities of life—food, fuel and shelter. The 
prolongation of the depression and the ap- 
proach of winter accentuates this condition. 


After several conferences on the subject, am 
satisfied that officers and employes working full 
time or nearly full time and whose incomes 
have not been substantially reduced will wel- 
come an opportunity of helping their less for- 
tunate fellow employes who are in distress. 
As a result, the following plan has been 
devised with the unanimous approval of the 
officers of the company: 


(2) An Employe Relief Loan Fund is to be 
organized under the direction and control of 
committees on each division and elsewhere if 
need be, under the supervision of a central 
Board of Trustees consisting of the following 
officers: Frank Mulks, Chairman, assistant to 
the president; A. J. Hancock, assistant to 
vice president in charge of operations; F. L. 
McCaffery, auditor; C. M. Scott, local treas- 
urer; M. E. Maurer, Secretary, consulting 
office supervisor. They will establish rules for 
administration of the fund and advise and 
assist local committees in every way possible. 
In connection with local committees, the rank- 
ing officers will be ex officio chairmen of the 
committees and under their direction the per- 
sonnel of the local committees will be deter- 
mined. 


(2) The fund will be created by giving the 
opportunity to officers and employes who feel 


their financial conditions permit, to contribute 
thereto through a deduction of one per cent 
of salary or wages each month beginning 
January 1 and continuing for a period of six 
months unless an earlier termination becomes 
possible through the need disappearing. De- 
ductions will be made on the payrolls for 
second period of the month, and the Auditor 
and the Treasurer will act ex officio in like 
capacities for the Relief Loan Fund. With 
the termination of the work, an audited 
account of receipts and expenditures will be 
published and made available for all sub- 
scribers. 


(3) Under the supervision of the committees 
as designated, applications may be made for 
loans by employes now laid off and who have 
families or other dependents and who were in 
the service a year or more when laid off, or 
who have suffered such reductions in earnings 
that they are unable to meet their expenses, 
resulting in a condition of distress with respect 
to obtaining the necessities of life. Repay- 
ments of loans will be made by the borrowers 
without interest when their circumstances 
permit. 


(4) When the need ceases, all further con" 
tributions will be stopped and any money on 
hand together with loans repaid will be re- 
turned to the subscribers pro rata at least 
once a yeat and more often if the amount 
justifies. 

(5) The company appreciates this effort 
initiated by its officers and employes and will 
contribute to the loan fund an amount equal 
to that subscribed by the officers and employes. 
The cost of the administration of the fund will 
be assumed by the company. This effort to

help is in recognition of the unusual conditions 
that have brought temporary distress to many 
people and no employe whose family is in need 
should feel backward about applying for a loan 
under the conditions set forth in the circular. 


(6) The doctors of our Hospital Department 
staff through Chief Surgeon, Dr. W. B. Coffey, 
very generously offer to furnish their services 
without charge in caring for sickness in the 
families of any laid-off employes who receive 
loan from this fund. 

Assistance should be made available just as 
soon as possible. Contributions are to be 
wholly voluntary. If you feel you can join 
in the work of relief, please sign the payroll 
deduction order which accompanies this cir- 
cular and hand it or mail it to your immediate. 
supervisor, 

It should be understood that the meeting of 
this emergency does not constitute a precedent 
for future action on the part of cither the em- 
ployes or the company, nor does it change the 
employment status of any individual.

The Company having permitted the 
Board of Trustees to call upon it for 
an advance on the Company’s sub- 
scription, for use in making loans 
prior to the time funds will be avail- 
able from January 2 period payroll 
deductions, your local committees had, 
before Christmas Day, made 64 loans, 
totaling $3,233. 

As of December 31, 165 loans had 
been made, totaling $8,716, and the 
local committees had for investiga- 
tion and approval 57 additional ap- 
plications for loans.

For more than twenty 
years he was division examiner, giv- 
ing hundreds -of young railroaders 
their first instructions in the rules 
and principles of train operations. 
All but three years of his long career 
were spent in tower service at the 
busiest terminal in the West. 

Charlie Perkins started railroading 
as a brakeman and yardman in Texas, 
where he worked for two years before 
coming to the Southern Pacific as a 
brakeman at Tulare in June, 1882. In 
December of that year he suffered the 
loss of his right arm above the elbow 
in a train accident. When the injury 
healed sufficient, he resumed work as 
a switch tender at Oakland Pier. 
Then, on March 25, 1885, when South- 
ern Pacific placed in operation the 
first interlocking tower west of Chi- 
cago, Charlie was chosen to work ‘in 
the tower at West Oakland. He was 
there two years and then went ta 
Oakland Pier tower, where, in June, 
1906, he was promoted to chief tower- 
man. The next year he became super- 
vising towerman and, in. April, 1910, 
took the additional duties of division 
examiner. 

Several -hundred . railroaders and 
other friends tendered Mr. Perkins a 
banquet and entertainment -at’ Scot- 
tish Rite Temple in Oakland just be- 
fore his retirement. -N. E.:Smith, Jo- 
comotive engineer, was chairman of 
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the committee ‘making ‘arrangements 
and :music ..during.::the evening was 
furnished ‘by the General ‘Office hand, 
A program ‘of vaudeville entertain- 
ment was interspersed -by .remarks 
from T, Ahern,:J. -D, ‘Brennan ‘and 
Geo. E, Gaylord. The Ladies’ Auxili- 
ary served a delightful supper. 

Among the several remembrances 
received by Mr. Perkins from his fel- 
low workers was a book ‘of ‘tickets 
giving him a grand”stand seat for 
220 baseball games during the coming 
season.

Unit of Second Track Project 
on Coast Is Completed 


With the opening for traffic of six 
miles of new second track between 
Gilroy and Sargeant on December 26, 
the Company completed another unit 
of its $6,000,000 construction program 
which will provide greater transpor- 
tation facilities for the territory be- 
tween San Jose and Watsonville 
Junction. 

In addition to the above second 
track, there has previously been com- 
pleted 7.5 miles between Lick and 
Coyote and seven miles from Watson- 
ville Junction to Logan, making a 
total of twenty and one-half miles of 
new second main track completed in 
the ultimate program of 45 miles. 
The work remaining to be done -will 
require the expenditure of approxi- 
mately $2,000,000. 

The work, when completed, will not 
only afford facilities for more rapid 
transportation .of freight, but. :will 
also make-the handling :of passenger 
trains more efficient, It is estimated 
that the -second track: between :Wat- 
sonville Junction and San Jose -will 
effect.a ‘reduction ‘of twenty-five.-per 
cent.in:the running ‘time -of perishable 
freight ‘trains between ‘those ‘points.

ITH the plaudits and felicita- 
\/ ‘tion’ of hundreds of friends 

ringing in his ears, Thomas 
Ahern, -affectionately. known -up and 
down the lines as “T A,” retired on 
pension January 1, after ‘being with 
the Company for,.49 years. Never 
was there a more sincere demonstra- 
tion. of esteem tendered a veteran rail- 
roader than that which marked the 
passing from active service of the 
Northern District’s assistant general 
manager. 

A banquet, held at the Sacramento 
Memorial Auditorium on December 
80, and attended by 500 men and 
women, was the climaxing event in 
bidding Mr. Ahern godspeed. Mem- 
bers of the railroad family, including 
officers and employes from ail 
branches of the service and from all 
points on Pacific Lines, were joined 
by representatives of the general 
public in paying tribute to a man 
whose persistence and natural ability 
had advanced him from an humble job 
as a track laborer to an executive 
position of great responsibility. 

George E. Gaylord, superintendent 
of Stockton Division, who was for 
many years a close associate of the 
guest of honor, presided as toast- 
master, There were present at the 
speakers’ table, in addition to Mr. and 
Mrs. Ahern and the toastmaster, Miss 
Bernadine Ahern, President Paul 
Shoup, Monsignor Thos. E. Horgan, 
vector of the Cathedral of the Blessed 
Sacrament; Hilliard E. Welch, presi- 
dent of the Sacramento Chamber of 
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Commerce; and G. W. Burbank, vice 
president of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers.

Mr. Gaylord 
told the retiring veteran that, while 
he knew full weil that a beautiful rug 
was nothing strange to Mr. Ahern, 
he nevertheless wished to call atten- 
tion to the fact that this particular 
rug was possessed of certain Oriental 
sacredness and that Mr. Ahern should 
forget all about ties, rail and ballast 
when he tramped from one edge of 
the rug to the other. 

The meeting then adjourned to the 
main hall of the auditorium, where 
the banqueters were joined by several 
hundred railroaders and townspeople.

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It was here that the addresses were 
made, the speakers’ voices being 
carried to every corner of the large 
hall by the aid of a public address 
system loaned by the Standard Oil 
Company. The speaking was inter- 
spersed with vocal solos by Norman 
Mullins, a former employe, and by 
Miss Letty Collins, of the local 
treasurer’s office, San Francisco, ac- 
companied by Ethel Bestal. 

Before calling on Mr. Welch, the 
toastmaster reviewed the long career 
of the retiring assistant general man- 
ager, pointing out that Mr. Ahern 
tempered his policy of strict discipline 
with fairness and justice, command- 
ing the respect and loyalty of those 
working with him and under him. 
“Mr, Ahern knew there were no short 
cuts to success,” Mr. Gaylord said, 
“and no job was too tough for him to 
tackle.” 

In behalf of the chamber of com- 
merce and ether civic bodies, Mr. 
Welch thanked Mr. Ahern for the co- 
operation he had always extended the 
local organizations and commended 
the Southern Pacific for its remark- 
able growth from a romantic begin- 
ning; for its policy of tying its men 
to the organization; and for the op- 
portunity it gives men to “prove 
themselves,” “One of the greatest 
things in life,” he said, “is to do our 
job well, and this tribute tonight 
should be an inspiration to all of us.” 

Among the hundred or more tele- 
grams received expressing congratu- 
fations to Mr. Ahern and regrets in 
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not being able to attend the recep- 
tion, were those from Hale Holden,. 
¥, L, Burekhalter, T. O. Edwards, A. 
E. Sweet, Guy V. Shoup, H. M. Lull, 
HH. B. Titeomb, F. L. McCaffery, and 
Herbert Fleishhucker. A wire from 
W. P. Wing, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Wool Growers’ Association, 
thanking Mr. Ahern for the consider- 
ation and helpfulness his organiza- 
tion had always received, was indica- 
tive of the attitude in which other 
large shippers held the former assis- 
tant general manager. 

“Tam speaking for the men in 
overalls who Jove and idolize Mr. 
Ahern,” said Mr. Burbank in his open- 
ing remarks. “He is a man whose 
every action inspired loyalty and ad- 
miration. I remember distinctly one 
winter when our lines were harassed 
by severe floods. Mr. Ahern was 
constantly on the job, shoulder to 
shoulder with the men, and sometimes 
up to his neck in water. He set the 
example, whether it was fighting a 
storm or getting traffic over the line, 
and his enthusiasm in doing the job 
well permeated down through the 
runks to every one of us.” 

Monsignor Horgan told some hu- 
morous and human incidents of years 
ago, which reflected the humane side 
of Mr. Ahern’s character and which 
indicated that Mr. Ahern had early 
captured the favor of “those railroad 
men who were accustomed to cougre- 
gate back in the ‘crummy’ on the 
long freight train rides over the sum- 
mit.” “Mr, Ahern has accomplished 
much as a railroader,” the rector said, 
“but he should also be honored as a 
husband, father and home-maker.” 

“A company is known by the men 
it keeps,” said President Shoup. “Mr. 
Ahern is a fine example of this axiom 
and Southern Pacific is grateful to 
him.” Myr. Shoup likened a railroad 
career to a college curriculum. “Mr. 
Ahern’s halls of learning have been 
in the hills and valleys, and along 
the track,” said the president. “He 
is now graduating with many degrees 
significant of railroading knowledge, 
but the greatest of all his accom- 
plishments is in attaining the ‘Degree 
of Inspiration.’ ” 

Vice President J. H. Dyer was 
called from the audience by the toast- 
master and pleased everyone with his 
eulogistie remarks on the career of 
Mr. Ahern, under whom he had 
served his apprenticeship. Both Mr. 
Dyer and Mr. Ahern began railroad- 
ing as laborers with a section gang, 
and their rise toe executive positions 
has been closely analogous, 

Mr. Ahern spoke briefly in ac- 
knowledging the reception, thanking 
the officers and employes for the co- 
operation they had always extended, 
und paying tribute to the help and 
inspiration received from his wife. 
“T have always believed in treating a 
man as I would like to be treated,” 
he said. “If I have suceeeded in 
making friends, I am happy.”

Painted on a curtain in back of the 
speakers’ platform was a 5000 type 
locomotive emerging from a tunnel.

Six months after starting work as 
a section laborer at Galt, California, 
on December 1, 1881, he was pro- 
moted to section foreman, and during 
the succeeding six years he served in 
that eapacity on the Lockford, 
Brighton and Port Costa-Suisun sec- 
tions. In 1887 he was appeinted 
roadmaster and placed in charge of 
constructing a line from Tracy to 
Newman, which was opened for trafiic 
in July, 1888. He was then road- 
master at Oakland for several months 
and in 1889 was transferred to Blue 
admaster on the Sacra- 
jon. In July, 1882, he re- 
turned to Oakland as roadmaster and 
was later appointed general road- 
master of Western Division. 

It wag during this time that con- 
siderable change was made in the 
track arrangement at Oakland Pier. 
For a year he was general track in- 
spector of the Central District and, 
in September, 1903, was appointed 
assistant superintendent of Shasta Di- 
vision, where he became superinten- 
dent in October of the following year. 
He was superintendent of the Coast 
Division from July, 1908, to Septem- 
ber, 1921, and of the Sacramento Di- 
vision from the latter date until June, 
1925, when he was appointed assistant 
general manager in charge of the 
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All of these officers have advanced from 


Northern District, including the 
Sacramento, Stockton, Western, Shas- 
ta, Portland, Salt Lake, East Bay 
Electric and Steamer divisions, a total 
of 4,748 miles of main Hine and 
branches, Recently he has also been 
president of the Oregon, California 
and Eastern Railroad and has accom- 
plished much in bringing that prop- 
erty up to a high standard of main- 
tenance and efficiency. 

During his long career Mr. Ahern 
has witnessed remarkable develop- 
ment in railroad equipment and has 
experienced some thrilling times dur- 
ing the early days in keeping the line 
over the mountains open during 
severe winters.

clined sharply during the first 

three quarters of 1980. Car 
loadings showed a decrease of almost 
12 per cent and net railway operating 
income a decrease of 81%4 per cent. 
The five-year period ending with 1929 
was one of unusual national pros- 
perity and greatly increased railroad 
efficiency and economy in operation. 
Yet total operating revenue and net 
railway operating income during this 
period showed no such comparative 
inerease. In other words, capital ex- 
penditures of approximately $4,000,- 
000,000 in the past five years have 
resulted in practically no increase in 
total operating revenue or net rail- 
way operating income. 

These facts give point to the im- 
portant new policy announced by the 
railroads in December. By unani- 
mous action of the Association of 
Railway Executives, a clear-cut pro- 
gram was adopted defining exactly 
what the steam carriers need from 
regulative bodies, The program out- 
lines a series of proposals designed 
to cope with the unfavorable state of 
railway earnings and traffic, 

Practically all of the laws telling 
the railroads what they can and can- 
not do are based upon the theory that 
the steam carriers have a monopoly 

. on domestic transportation. Years 
ago this may have been true, but it 
is not true now. The railroads are 
properly demanding a wider appreci- 
ation of this fact. 

The railroads are engaged in a 
business, subject as any other busi- 
ness is, to the operation of economic 
laws, Accordingly, the railroads 
should be permitted to adapt them- 
selves quickly to changes in economic 
conditions which confront them. In 
order to accomplish this they ask for 
“a new spirit and attitude on the part 
of legislative and regulative authori- 
ties, which will give recognition to 
these facts.” More specifically, they 
ask for a respite from rate reduc- 
tions; a respite from laws which will 
adversely affect rates; a withdrawal 
of governmentally subsidized compe- 
tition; and finally they want definite 
legislation for the adequate regulation 
of water and commercial highway 
transportation—trucks and busses. 

In essence, this constitutes the rail- 
roads’ platform, It is widely heralded 
as one of the most important steps 
which the railroads have ever taken. 
It provides an effective and complete 
answer to the criticism that the rail- 
road industry has been too tractable, 
and too willing to acquiesce meekly 
to the whims and desires of indi- 
vidual groups of citizens or regulative 
bodies. 

As regards water transportation, 
the railroads maintain that legislation 
should cover: Extending jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


Fcined sh of the railroads de- 
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sion over port to port rates, to -in- 
elude — Determination of just and 
reasonable rates, and prohibition of 
discriminatory and unduly prejudicial 
rates, Publication of and adherence 
to rate schedules. Proper service re~ 
quirements. Certificates of public 
convenience and necessity after 
proper showing. An opportunity for 
the railroads to enter this field of 
transportation under proper super- 
vision, but without handicap as com- 
pared with other transportation agen- 
cies. The Panama Canal Act should 
be modified so as to permit railroad 
operation of waterway service in con- 
junction with rail service. And, in 
addition to affirmative legislative 
action, the retention of the flexible 
character of section 4, Interstate 
Commerce Act, sympathetically ad- 
ministered, with fair opportunity on 
the part of rail carriers to obtain re- 
lief after proper showing and includ- 
ing transcontinental traffie. 


As regards commercial highway 
transportation, by bus or truck, 
legislation should cover: Extending 


jurisdiction of the regulatory authori- 
ties over commerce carried by such 
agencies. Certificates of publie con- 
venience and necessity, after proper 
showing. Proper protective require- 
ments for financial responsibility and 
surety bonds or insurance. Adequate 
requirements for just and reasonable 
rates, both maximum and minimum, 
with provision for publication thereof 
and adherence thereto, and proper in- 
hibition against undye and unjust

THE report that the railroads ate to assume 
a more aggressive attitude in the assertion 
of their rights and the protection of their 
property is an encouraging development. 

A generation ago the railroads were found 
to be interfering too much in governmental 
action which in no way concerned them. 
They were charged with being in politics 
when they should have been only in trans- 
portation, In reforming themselves, they 
went so far in the opposite direction that 
their business and, therefore, the public 
welfare have suffered. 

Railroad representation at Washington 
has been able and wise, but under the present 

olicy not always assertive. The important 
Eegislation of ten years ago came from the 
initiative of a voluntary association of savings 
banks and insurance companies holding rail- 
road securities. If the railroads can now 
speak for themselves, it indicates a return of 
sane public confidence in transportation 
management which will benefit the country. 
Holding one-twentieth of the national 
wealth, the railroads can do more for. the 
welfare of the wage-carner, agriculture and 
industry than any other single agency. We 
do not want any return of railroad political

form, with equal opportunity for all.

B. A. McAllaster 


FTER fifty-three years and three 
months’ service spent with the 
Southern Pacific and Union 

Pacific companies, B. A. McAllaster, 
land commissioner, retired on pen- 
sion January 1. 

Mr. McAllaster’s railroad service 
began in September, 1877, when he 
entered the freight office of the Kan- 
sas Pacific Railway, now part of the 
Union Pacific. He continued in that 
department for five years, and in 1882 
he transferred to the land department 
of that company, where he continued 
until September, 1908, at which time 
he was land commissioner for the 
Union Pacific, with headquarters at 
Omaha, Nebraska. 

During September, 1908, Mr. Me- 
Allaster was appointed land commis- 
sioner of Southern Pacific, with head- 
quarters at San Francisco, and con- 
tinued in that capacity until the date 
of his retirement. 

Prior to his moving to California, 
My, McAllaster’s experience with rail- 
road grant land and public domain 
was confined to the grazing lands of 
Wyoming and the farm lands of 
Nebraska. In the Pacific Coast coun- 
try he found that much of the land in 
his charge was forested country, with 
which he was entirely unfamiliar. 
He. therefore set out at once to ac- 
quaint himself with the new territory, 
and spent much time in traveling over 
the Line, meeting the members of the. 
Forestry Service and acquiring au- 
thoritative, first-hand knowledge’ of 
conditions and values, This informa- 
tion -proved to be of the greatest 
value to him in-later years, 

The outstanding. land :case of Mr. 
McAllaster’s _ career’ was ‘what has 
beén' known ‘as‘the.Oregon Land Case, 
involving the ‘ownership . of immense 
areas..of -acreage. under . Government 


land-grant .in~ the state /of’ Oregon. -

E.R. Anthony 


X , VITH a record of over half a 
century of service, E. R. 


Anthony, superintendent, 
Coast Division, retired on pension 
January Ist, after being with the 
Company for 55 years and 2 months. 

Mr. Anthony has served but one 
employer during his entire working 
life. He went to work as a messen- 
ger boy when in his fourteenth year, 
drawing his first month’s pay on his 
fifteenth birthday. In 1876 he be- 
came a clerk in the treasurer's office, 
and the next year transferred to the 
general auditor’s office, advancing to 
the position of bookkeeper in Janu- 
ary, 1879. One year later he entered 
the paymaster’s office as a clerk, and 
in May, 1888, became assistant pay- 
master. For sixteen years he traveled 
over the system with the pay car, 
and, though this was during the time 
that Sontag, Evans and other desper- 
ate highwaymen were a continual 
menace, the car was never molested. 
In June, 1904, Mr. Anthony was pro- 
moted to assistant superintendent of 
the Coast Division, and on November 
1, 1926, he became superintendent. 

As a young man, Mr. Anthony 
came in frequent contact with the 
builders of the railroad, the famous 
“Big Four,” by whom he was referred 
to as the “fair-haired boy.” His 
clerical work was done at a time when 
letters were written by hand and 
copied in a tissue book, typewriters 
not having yet come into general use. 
The first adding machine used by the 
Company was introduced by Mr, An- 
thony over protests from everybody 
interested, the argument being that 
the:“new fangled machines could not 
be reliable,” and“it was a long time 
after ‘their introduction that he was 
able to. induce anybody besides him- 
self ‘to usethe machines. 

The. Saturday ‘before “his - retire- 
Ment, ‘men.on the. Division who had 
known and worked with Mr. Anthony 
for years, called at his office to pay 
. their respects, and so frequent were 
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the visits that the day ultimately re- 
solved itself into an “open house” 
with a continuous reception Hne. 

On the evening of January 10 a 
banquet was tendered Mr. Anthony in 
the gold room of the Palace Hotel, 
San Francisco, attended by about 
four hundred and fifty of his associ- 
ates and friends. The committee in 
charge of the affair was composed of 
J. J. Jordan, superintendent; I, J. 
Onion, chief dispatcher; L. P, Hop- 
kins, trainmaster; and W. H. Thomp- 
son, locomotive engineer, 

At the beginning of the evening, 
three oit paintings by T. M. Davis 
were exhibited, picturing the progress 
of Mr. Anthony as paymaster, as- 
sistant superintendent, and, finally, 
superintendent. During the dinner, a 
program of vaudeville was presented 
and musical numbers were also ren- 
dered by J. R, Arnold and Lee Baird 
of the general office. 

Following the dinner, short ad- 
dresses were made by President Paul 
Shoup, F. B. Koster, president State 
Chamber of Commerce; Col. Hannay, 
9th Corps Area Quartermaster; Col. 
Bennett, Quartermaster Supply Offi- 
cer, Fort Mason; T. G. Neglich, attor- 
ney; J. A. Christie, superintendent, 
Santa Fe, San Francisco; C. A. 
MelIntyre, conductor; and A. S. McKen- 
na, assistant agent, San Francisco,
